NO PRECEDENTS IN WARS 

“The history of wars knows no 
precedents for such fighting,” he! 
said. | 

He said Stalingrad not only set a) 
precedent for sustained ferocity 
but proved that a great city can be 
defended hosue by house by deter- 
mined and intelligent men, and he} 
described the technique which he! 
and his staff worked out. 

“When the front military coun- | 
cil entrusted me with the defence | 
of Stalingrad | fully understood 
the great responsibility and seri- 
Ousness of this task,” he said. 
“One could see what the city was | 
like 30 miles away. German 
bombs had transformed it into 
one great fire. 

“There were many whining pessi- 
mists in the army. I threw these 
panicky people out of the army 
right away and set to work. First 
of all we had to create the proper 
spirit of firmness. We were told we 
could not retreat beyond the 
Volga. We could see for ourselves 
there was no road | 


ENEMY SUPERIORITY 
“Hitler put the best he had 
against Stalingrad. He did not 


spare quantity or quality. It was a 
battle for life or death 

“We were continuously attacked 
by great masses of infantry, tanks, 
artillery and planes. Our forces 
were not equal. The enemy had su-| 
periority at all points all the time. 

“The German command used 
its favorite method. It intended 
to smash us with a stunning blow. 
They thought we hadn't the guts. 
They hoped to push us into the 
Volga with one blow. They did 
not carry out a methodical of- 
fensive. This was their method 
Sept. 14. This is what they tried 
again to do Oct. 14, 

“The German command made 
one obvious mistake. Large col- 
umns and groups of German sol- 
diers made wonderful targets for 
our artillery and infantry. We de- 
stroyed them in great numbers 


BLOODY COMBATS 

“I believe that nowhere in this 
war have there been such bloody 
hand-to-hand combats. Nowhere 
have bayonets and hand grenades 
been so widely .used as at Stalin- 
grad. | 

“The main characteristic of the 
battle of Stalingrad is close dis-| 
tance fighting, and I don’t mean 
the kind of fighting we study at} 
the military academies where en-| 
emies meet, engage in battle and 
then separate. | 

“Here we hold each other in 
deadly grip. The distance be- 
tween trenches is between 20 to 
100 metres. (A metre is 1 1-10 
yard.) The longest distance is | 
150 metres. Army headquarters | 
are one kilometre (1,090 yards) | 
and there were moments when 
only 350 metres separated us 
from the enemy. 

“Naturally we had to work out 
new methods. Our ability to man-j| 
oeuvre was extremely limited by | 
the narrow territory and by enemy | 
aviation and artillery. | 

“The Germans usually attaeked 
by day, when their planes and! 
tanks were active and they could 
have precise artillery and trench 
mortar fire. 


RED ATTACKS BY NIGHT 

“We counter-attacked usually by | 
night. Our defence was active. At) 
the end of every 24 hours we had | 
to count up results, 


This was an 


exceedingly difficult task. Re-, 
connaissance reports were always 
the same: ‘Impossible to count 
corpses. I myself several times 


had a chance td see it really was 
impossible. Mounds of corpses | 
piled up at the end of each day, 

“Our army grew firmer daily. 
Yet it became obvious that we 
could hold Stalingrad only by 
destroying Germans. Heroism 
took the form of mass self-sacri- 
fice, 

“When an enemy group 10 to 15 
times larger than one of our units 
attacked us, our soldiers would 
send a signal to our batteries ord- 
ering them to fire. 


KILLED BY OWN GUNS 


“They ordered the batteries to 
aim at them, so that while they 
waquld be killed by their won guns, 
they would take 10 to 15 times their

Chuikov looks like Valery Chka- | 
lov, the first trans-Arctic flier from |

ground, 


Chuikov was born in 1900, one 
of eight sons of a peasant family.

As a 
boy he went to St. Petersburg, 
now Leningrad, where he did odd 
jobs. 

In 1918 Chuikov volunteered in

MIRACLE OF WAR 
The officers I talked to say that 


| the defence of Stalingrad has been 


a miracle of modern war. When 
they are asked how this miracle 
was accomplished they repeat 


Chuikov's phrase: 

“Guts and readiness to die.” 

The 120-day battle is generally 
considered the fiercest and stub- 
bornest of this war, beyond com- 
parison with the battles of Moscow, 
Leningrad and Sevastopol. 

It has cost the Germans more 
than 300,000 killed and robbed 
them of the fruits of their entire 
summer campaign. 

“The loss of Moscow last winter 
would have meant a terrible moral 
and political, but not a fatal strat- 
egic blow,” one staff officer said. 
“The Red army could have con- 
tinued the fight indefinitely. “The 
fall of Stalingrad would have 
spelled the liberation of huge Nazi 
forces for a drive northward along 
the Volga and the conquest of the 
whole of European Russia. 

“However, we held Stalingrad 
and not only killed hundreds of 
thousands of the enemy but pinned 
down sufficient divisions to enable 
the Red army to gather strength to 
strike on the Don Bend, south of 
Stalingrad, and the middle of the 
Don valley, promising the eventual 
liberation of the martyred city. |

Eternal Vigilance 


Six persons perished over the week-end 
in scattered fires which destroyed homes 
and business places in eastern Canada. 
A Montreal tenement burned Monday 
night, three bodies being found in the ruins 
and more may still be hidden in the deb- 
ris.

All large centres in Canada and many 
smaller ones are over-crowded; people are 
living in improvised quarters, and heating 
arrangements have been made which were 
never contemplated when the _ building 
plans were drawn. These conditions in- 
crease the liability that fires may occur, 
and increase also the danger that lives 
will be lost when they do occur. 

It is reasonable, in fact almost neces- 
Sary, to suppose that this congestion is 
responsible in degree for the number of 
fires and for the number of fire-fatalities 
now being recorded. 

One moral is plain. There is no excuse 
for carelessness as to heating equipment 
or its use. Every householder should make 


sure that his furnace and stoves are in 
good order, the pipes clean and sound, 
the chimney free of obstructions. And, 


assured as to the condition of the appli- 
he should remember that careless 
handling of even good equipment may 
mean the loss of home and perhaps a loss 
of life also,

The Stern Chase 
Apparently the bulk of the Afrika 


Korps succeeded in sneaking out of the 
trap at Wadi Matratin under cover of 
darkness. Rommel’s runners are getting 
good at dodging out of tight corners, They 
have to be. 

But the Korpsmen are not overtaking 
their fleet-footed Italian comrades. For 
nine days these fast-stepping leaders in 
the march to the rear are credited with 
making 35 miles a day, while the best the 
Nazis could do was 20, The rabble is now 
strewn along 150 miles of desert highway, 
the Mussolini vanguard within 200 miles of 
the Tunisia border and Hitler’s rear-guard 
still looking forward eagerly for Tripoli. 

The supposition that Rommel would 
try to evacuate his flying column from 
Tripoli by sea seems to have been wrong. 
Or the Italians didn’t like the idea, for they 
kept right on going. If the Nazis do any 
more delay-fighting in the Italian coleny 
they will do it without the help of their 
sprinting associates. These have just one 
consistent purpose in life, to get out of the 
last of the Italian colonies, and they are 
wasting no time about it. 

The plan of retreat shows Rommel to 
be as clever in back-tracking as he is in 
battle tactics. He is carpeting the desert 


behind him with land mines and booby 
traps to delay the pursuing 8th Army. 


And somehow he has managed to get food 


enough and water enough and gasoline 
enough to keep his troops alive and mov- 
ing. That of itself was a stupendous task, 
possible only because caches of supplies 
had been placed along the way long before 
the retirement started, 

If Montgomery can overtake and des- 
troy the fleeing enemy before the Tunisian 


border is reached he will accomplish a feat 
that does not seem possible,

storage charges to wheat farmers 
for undelivered portions of the 
1942 marketing quota is understood 
to be an immediate prospect, The 
same charges would be paid as go 
to elevator companies holding 
wheat board stocks, a forty-fifth of 
a cent a bushel a month. 

There is still much quota wheat 
on western farms. The Bureau of 
Stalistics report for Dec. 17 show- 
'ed that since the start of the crop 
| year on August J, wheat deliveries 
from western farms have amounted
